This Index completes a vast and closely related survey 
of America’s past—a survey beginning with the Dictionary of American Biog¬ 
raphy and carrying through the Dictionary of American History, the Atlas of 
American History, and the Album of American History -a survey which Dr. 
Adams frequently referred to as without parallel among the published rec¬ 
ords of any great nation. t . 

In the editorial program wheel? -fe^ugbj this record to completion, Dr 
Adams took an active, and in the latter part, a leading position. He was a ' 
voluminous contributor to the Dictionary of American Biography. His was 
the suggestion that brought the Dictionary of American History into being. 
The Atlas of American History followed naturally. And the Album of Ameri¬ 
can History, in which, as Dr. Adams consistently pointed out, we see Ameri¬ 
can history, completes the record. In the making of these three last great 
works, namely the Dictionary of American History, the Atlas of American 
History and the Album of American History, Dr Adams served as editor- 
in-chief. Beginning in 1936 and ending with the present volume in 1949, it 
was a vast project, with at times as many as twelve hundred scholars co¬ 
operating in the preparation and organization of the articles. The editorship 
called for wide acquaintance, understanding and tact, all of which Dr. Adams 
combined with a fixed ideal of what the finished work should be. 

I well remember the insistence with which, month after month, and al¬ 
most year after year, he drove home to us the importance of a work such as 
the Album of American History, an undertaking which at the time was 
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without precedent, and the preparation of which seemed like a task beyond 
the ability of any editorial organization to complete within the span usually 
allowed for such enterprises. Yet the work was undertaken, surveys of the 
available material were made, pictures were selected, captions were written 
and one by one the volumes appeared. The present index is the capstone of 
the Album and the final volume in a great undertaking carried out on a high 
plane of public interest as well as of scholarship, and is—and I believe Dr. 
Adams would have it so—a fitting memorial to the work which he did in the 
field of history.

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n the 1649 pages that make up the four volumes of the 
•, • ■■ Album of American History are more than 5000 pictures. 

1 But in making an Index of these volumes, it was felt that 

■ . mere citation of the titles of the pictures, or listing them 

, by subject, would not do justice to the wealth of pictorial 

•• . - Americana contained in them. 

To bring into our Index the diversity suggested above, a close acquaint¬ 
ance with each picture was essential. Only those who had worked on the 
preparation of the four volumes could properly analyze their content for the 
Index. Actually, the entire work—from phrasing to citations to organizing and 
cross-referencing—has been done by members of the original editorial staff 
of the Album. 

In addition to their specific knowledge of the pictures and their content, 
the Indexers in each case tried to put themselves into the places of those who 
were to be the actual users of this volume—people trying to find a picture 
known to be in the Album but lost in 1649 pages; busy librarians endeavor¬ 
ing to find a picture wished by a patron; artists searching for suggestions; 
children looking for material to be used in their school work. 

Simplicity and ease of reference have been the key-notes in the organiza¬ 
tion of the subjects—this in the hope that students of all ages will find it pos¬ 
sible to solve their own problems and answer their own questions without hav¬ 
ing to resort to experts for help. Because of this constant emphasis on ease of 
use, the literal-minded reader may be bothered with some seeming inconsist¬ 
encies. For example, in organizing many subjects, chronological arrangement 
was indicated but where a slight deviation would bring the listings into a 
page or volume sequence, the editors did not hesitate to follow the order that 
would be most useful to the user as he turned from page to page and volume 
to volume. In the same way and for the same reasons, the reader will find 
some cities organized alphabetically by the initial letters of the names of 
principal landmarks or buildings, and he will find others organized by the 
dates at which the landmarks or buildings were constructed. There are also 
various categories which are organized according to subject to facilitate ready 
reference. 
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To further the goal of simplicity in the present volume, certain methods 
of indexing were devised which apply more or less specifically to an index 
dealing only with pictures. For example, the category of “function” was 
created as a subheading of “Costume” so that a reader may find what was 
the proper dress of a slave or a senator, a laundress or a professional walker. 

Cross-reference has been made very full, so that the user of the Index, 
starting off with a vague, abstract idea may be helped in narrowing down 
to particulars as quickly as possible. Under “Transportation,” for example, 
the cross-references send the reader to “Automobiles; Bicycles; Boats; Canals; 
Carriages; Carts; Coaches; Drays; Elevated Railways;Ferries;Horses;Oxen; 
Pack Animals”; and so forth down to “Wagons.” Under each of these entries 
the user of the Index will find in proper order all the specimens of trans¬ 
portation contained in the four volumes. 

Each picture in the four volumes is listed under its subject; each detail in 
each picture is listed under its name. In addition, both subjects and details 
have been grouped in many general categories such as “Advertisements,” 
“Boats,” “Books,” “Bridges,” and so forth, down to “Washington, D. C.,” 
“Whiskers,” and “World War I.” For instance, a general picture of the battle 
of Antietam on page 138 of Volume III is indexed under “Antietam,” 
under “Civil War: casualties,” under “Medicine: surgery on Antietam bat¬ 
tlefield.” and is cross-referenced from “Civil War: battles.” It has been the 
aim of the indexers to make it possible for a user of the Index to come at 
any specific picture from many sides, for memory is fallible. 

Yet another aim has been to make the Index a useful reference tool for 
the person who has to investigate a big topic without too much advance 
knowledge of what he wants. A reader looking under “Costume: hats,” will 
find references to the advertising and manufacture and sale of hats, as well 
as to the specific kind of bonnet worn at any particular time. Wherever pos¬ 
sible. all related topics are cross-referenced, sometimes at the risk of being ob¬ 
vious or straining after a connection. 
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Only those who have made an Index know the work, the thought, the 
decisions that go into a selection of its items, their arrangement, their check¬ 
ing and their proofreading. And not even the most experienced maker of 
Indexes ever had to make an Index such as this, in which not so much any 
fixed rules of Indexing had to be followed, as foresight of the almost infinite 
possibilities of approach to a complex subject by people not necessarily accus¬ 
tomed to using such a guide as an Index. For their patience, their persistence 
and their constant alertness to bring this Index into being, the editors ac¬ 
knowledge their indebtedness to Mary Wells McNeill, Grace Wilmer Tobler, 
Ethel M. Watson and Laura Retting White, all of whom are intimately 
familiar with the Album through actual service on its stafl.
